ning commission sessions. We ob- 
served on occasions that the plan- 
ning commission deserved public 
commendation for its efforts to 
bring: rhyme and reason into our 
city's future expansion. 


Soon the planning commission"* 


recommendations will go to the 
City Council. We hope and trust 
that the Council will deal with 
thos« proposals fortnrightly and 
courageously.* * • 
Th« Evening Telegraph intends 


to devote a lot of space to the 
planning report and final action on 
the report. We believe as it stands 
now, the planning report is not a 
radical approach to our problems. 
On the contrary it appears to be 
sound and 
conservative. 
Some 


portions of the report reflect a 
lehash of some proposed schemes 
for our city. Some are entirely 
new. Other portions are pure soft- 
soap, designed to appeal to our 
civic pride. 
• * • 


Generally, though, the report is 


a compact bundle of facts and fig- 
uret that should help city officials 
and planners to attack pressing: 
problems. 


For instance, there is the report 


on our parking problem and our 
parking meter situation. This sec- 
tion is a bit lengthy and will be 
dealt with in ^subsequent articles. 


But for those who are interest- 


ed in knowing how parking meter 
funds and fines are utilized, there 
is 
an interesting 
breakdown. 


-Since 1948. when meters were in- 
Called, until April 20 of this year, 
the meters have produced 5199,- 
047.53 in revenue. 


A total of 566.600.79 of that sum 


has been spent for the purchase 
of meters: 550,010 for acquisition 
of the Second Street parking lot: 
$23,16-5.11 for maintenance, and 
S-55,015.61 ha* been diverted into 
the general fund. That leaves a 
balance of $6.256.02. 


# • # 


It is interesting to note that 28.6 


per cent of our meter revenue is 
being diverted into general funds. 
It's legal and proper and indicates, 
certainly, that most cities in our 
state would be further pressed for 
operating funds if streets were not 
metered. 


While the report discloses that 


the Dixon parking situation is not 
"critical" (a statement that could 
be disputed), it adds this comment: 


"The Dixon parking meter in- 


stallation not only has been a self- 
liquidating project but it has also 
been regarded as a source of city 
general fund revenue to a signifi- 
rnnt extent during the past seven 
years. The city appears to he 
financially competent, therefore 
to undertake any contemplated 
fxpansion in parking expansion 
in parking facilities of reasonable 
proportion*."

"Any movement of the Commu-

Theoretically, of course, 
the loss of the island of Quemoy 
and th« Tachens would not neces- 
sarily be a fatal blow to Formosa.

mendous." 


Wants Strong Position 


Knowland »aid h« felt that if th« 


Chinese Communists were «.war« 
this country would fight to defend 
the offshore islands they probably 
would not attack. 


President Eisenhower and Sec- 


retary of State Dulles, while mak- 
ing' plain it is administration policy 
to fight in Formosa's defense if 
necessary, have not been clear on 
this point as regaids the offshora 
islands.

Court has ruled that recipients of 
fellowships from foundations and 
philanthropies do not have to pay 
income taxes from such grants. 


In a decision affecting some 


32.000 foundations, the court said 
the grants are gifts and therefore 
not taxable. 


The decision was handed down 


by the 16-member court Wednes- 
day but the ruling was not dis- 
closed until Friday. 


The decision reverses a ruling of 


July 7. 1951, by the Internal Rev- 
enue Service, that such fellowships 
were taxable income and not gifts. 


The service's ruling was tested 


in a suit by George Winchester 
Stone Jr. of McLean, Va. He ob- 
jected to government efforts to col- 
lect $178 in tax on a 51,000 grant 
from the John Simon Guggenheim 
Memorial Foundation for research 
on English drama production.

and refinishing old, dark wood a fairly easy thing to do.

Bleaching; wood and refinishing 


it in a lighter shade is nothing: new 
— it may have come in with the 
peroxide blonde. But it's aji aw- 
fully good way to bring an old 
piece of furniture up to date. 


Tile first step in the rebirth of a 


furniture piece by this method is. 
of course, the removal of the old 
finish with a good paint and var- 
nish remover.

One 
is applied as a single solution, the 
other consists of two solutions that 
are applied separately. All wood 
bleaches are eruite powerful, so be 
sure to wear rubber gloves while 
handling them.

the 


bleach solution into it. 


Flow bleach onto the surface of 


the wood, using a clean cloth wad- 
ded into a ball, a rubber sponge, 
or a stiff fiber brush. Don't flood 
on the bleach, but apply it liberal- 
ly—and evenly. 


To be on the safe side, wash the 


bleached surface with water to re- 
move chemical residue that may 
be harmful to the finish that comes 
later. Use water sparingly on ve- 
neer. 


While one application of bleach 


should be sufficient to take color 
out of light woods such as oak and 
birch, more than one coat may be 
necessary 
on mahogany, walnut 


and the like. 


Drying time depends on condi- 


tions, but 24 hours should be safe 
enough. When dry. go over the 
surface with a padded block and 
sandpaper—No. 3/0 or finer. This 
smooths out the wood fibers that 
were raised by the bleaching solu- 
tion, and removes any remaining 
chemical salts. Dust off the surface 
thoroughly. 


The expression, "blond." as ap- 


plied to wood finishes, covers a lot 
of ground. On mahogany, for in- 
stance, it ranges in shade from 
near-white, to pink, to a wheat 
color. Some blond finishes require 
stain, some a tinted filler and some 
are "natural.'' 


For a natural finish on operf- 


grain woods such as mahogany, 
oak or walnut, first apply a natural 


i neutral) 
filler paste. Allow to 


stand for a few minutes and wipe 
off with a clean rag. Finish with 
water-white lacquer or white shel- 
lac. No filler is needed on close- 
grain woods. 


An intermediate shading can be 


achieved by tinting- the paste filler 
with colors in oil. such as raw sien- 
na or burnt umber. 


When stain is used to produce 


color in the wood it should be seal- 
ed with a thin coating of white 
shellac to keep the filler from 
darkening 
the 
surface 
further. 


Stains, of course, range from pop- 
ular amber shades to the less 
commonly used grays. 


Another interesting effect is pro- 


duced \vith what is known as a 
liming agent, which could be a 
flat white paint or undercoater 
rubbed onto the surface after it 
has been sealed with a coating of 
white shellac. The excess paint is 
then wiped off. leaving color im- 
bedded in the grain. The color is 
sealed in with another coating of 
shellac, is sanded and final finish 
applied. 


The liming agent may be applied 


over stain or over natural wood. 


or temporary storage for just-iron- 
ed garments.

Visit Your School 


It's probably safe to say that many mothers and most 


fathers seldom if ever drop around to see what kind of school 
their kids are attending. They just sort of trust to luck that 
everything is fine. 
. 
Sometimes, of course, this reflects blind faith in the 


school authorities and the community. More often, though, 
it indicates laziness, indifference or preoccuption with what 
seem to be more important things. 


Next to the home itself, the school is, supposed to be the 


great molder of our youth. Yet how many of us parents 
really know, first hand, the people who are doing the mold- 
ing? How many of us know anything significant about the 
methods of teaching being used, or. for that matter, what 
at any given time are the subjects of instruction? 


All too few, apparently, or it wouldn't be necessary to 


have "visit your school" weeks such as have just been con- 
cluded.

• • 


That Americans have neglected their educational sys- 


tem is now an old story. Most everyone who reads the 
papers knows we're hundreds of thousands of classrooms 
behind the current need, which is still rising as the school 
population gains. Most realize, too, that we're short of 
teachers and that many we have aren't well trained. 


Millions of kids go to school only half a day. Millions 


are crowded into outdated or makeshift buildings. Mil- 
lions take instruction from teachers with little or no special 
knowledge of their subjects. 


But it isn't merely the parents of these youngsters who 


ought to go around and see what things are really like. The 
same goes for mothers and fathers who know their children 
are in basically good schools.

What's to be gained by going? This: 
The teacher, by seeing and knowing the parents, will be 


better fixed to assist a child's development. A youngster 
can't be understood in a human vacuum. 


The mother and father will get a sensible grasp of their 


child's schooling environment—the nature and condition of 
the classroom, the techniques applied, the teacher's person- 
ality and qualifications, and so on. Why should these be 
taken for granted, even in the best of schools ? 


We live in a busy age. Probably we'd all say we spend 


a great deal of our time scratching out a living. But most 
of us like to think, too, that somehow we're working toward 
a better future, for ourselves and our kids. 


In this very earnest and admirable effort, let's not for- 


get to fit our children so they can take full advantake of the 
opportunities we're trying to provide. The effort is mis- 
placed if it leaves no time to see first hand how their educa- 
tional growth is progressing.

Home Adviser Gives Hints 
For Cooking Thanksgiving 
Dinner, Selection of Bird 


By JUNE POLGKDi 


Lee County Home Adviser 


Well, this is the week-end before Thanksgiving so I'm sure many 


homemakers are looking for a turkey if they don't already have one. 
If you haven't may we suggest that it's smart to buy the right-sized 
bird so that you aren't plagued by so many left-overs. 


Allow '2 to \ of a pound of dressed weight turkey for each person 


you plan to serve. Be sure to plan on stuffing your 
turkey lightly. 
This allows for expansion of the 


dressing during the roasting—cooking period. And 
we urge that you stuff the bird just before cooking. 
Stuffings have been found to be a good breeding 
place for bacteria to grow in cases where they are 
left in over-night or frozen inside the fowl. In the 
latter case, the stuffing gets so cold and packed that 
it never gets cooked through, thoroughly. 


In making stuffing, allow \ to one cup of stuf- 


fing per pound of ready-to-cook weight of the bird. 
Rub the cavity of the bird with salt befoie inserting 
June Pilgrim 


the stuffing 
Place stuffing in both the neck cavity and body of the 


fowl. Add just enough to the neck to make it look plump when served. 
Fold the neck skin over and skewer it back, to make fowl compact. 


Fill the abdominal cavity lightly and close it by sewing the skin 


together with heavy string. 
Or you can use metal skewers and lace 


skin together with heavy string. Long, slim nails may be used from 
the tool box, if you make them shiny clean first. 


Truss your turkey in order to 


have the meat cook evenly and to 
avoid its drying out. This is done 
by tying the drumsticks securely 
to the tail and twisting the wing 
tips up onto the back and tying to 
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hold them in place. 


Most fowl are better roasted at 


low temperatures and will be more 
moist if brushed with melted fat. 
Place the trussed bird, breast down 
on a rack that is at least l,i inch 
off the bottom of a shallow pan. 
This allows heat to get all around 
your bird and means even heating 
md roasting. 


Insure Moistness 


Som« folks like to insure moist- 


ness by laying a fat moistened thin 
cloth, "large enough to drape down 
on all sides and over the top of the 
turkey during roasting. You may 
like to try it. Always use low tem- 
peratures, this means 325 degrees. 
A five to eight Ib. turkey requires 
3Vi to 4 hours roasting time, while 
a 8-12 Ib. fowl will require 4-41/2 
hours of cooking time. 


A meat thermometer tells you 


for sure about a fowl's doneness. 
If used, it should have the bulb in- 
serted into the thickest portion of 
the thigh muscle, or in the center 
of the dressing. Cook until the ther- 
mometer registers 190 degrees. 


To make your own test for done- 


ness just move a leg or drumstick, 
this is done by grasping the end of 
the bone. When the drumstick — 
thigh joint breaks or moves easily 
the bird is done. Or you may press 
the drumstick jneat between your 
fingers. The meat should b« very 
soft when done. Do not pierce the 
meat with a fork, this lets out too 
many juices. 


If you want the fowl to brown 


more, just remove the cloth. If this 
cloth dries during cooking simply 
remoisten it with some fat from 
the bottom of the pan. Turn the 
bird breast up -when about ?i done. 


Cooking Time 


You'll be a smart cook if you 


.trill plan in advance to have your 
Thanksgiving fowl quite done so it 
can come out of the oven 30 to 40 
minutes ahead of serving time. 
This will give you a little leeway 
in cooking time and will allow 
some time to remove the skewers 
and string and will give some time 
to make the gravy. 


Also, letting the bird set, makes 


it much easier to carve. 


For Stuffing 


There is always much to do 


Thanksgiving morn and since we 
recommend the last minute stuff- 
ing of the bird why not plan to get 
your dry ingredients of the stuffing 
ready. Combine and store them at 
room temperature. Get the liquid 
ingredients combined and refrig- 
erated. Then put the two together 
just before stuffing. This shouldn't 
take much time and will be a safe 
procedure. 


It is not a good practice to stuff 


n bird and hold it in the refrigera- 
tor before roasting. 


Thaw Turkey 


If your turkey happens to be froz- 


en now, plan on allowing plenty of 
time to get it defrosted. A large 
bird may require two days to thaw. 
The best place to defrost is in your 
i efrigerator. Remove the wrapping 
and cover loosely with waxed pa- 
per. 


Room temperature thawing takes 


about an hour or so for each pound 
of frozen fowl and is not recom- 
mended for thawing large turkeys. 
If a small turkey or turkey pieces 
are rooked right after thawing, the 
room-temperature method can be 
used with safety. 


It may be convenient to combine 


the methods for a large turkey. Let 
it stand at loom temperature for a 
day, 
and then put it into the refri- 


gerator or other cold place over- 
night and roast H the next day.

Food specialists at the University 


of Illinois, claim that chicken and 
turkey both have a delicate flavor 
and so need mild-flavored herbs 
used in their stuffings. Savory, tar- 
ragon and marjoram are very suit- 
able. Use about one teaspoon of the 
herb or combination of herbs to 
each quart of bread crumbs. If in- 
dividual herbs are not available, 
choose a poultry seasoning. Here's 
a savory stuffing you might use for 
chicken or turkey. It is 3i cup but- 
ter or other fat, one pint chopped 
celery, 
Ji-cup chopped parsley, 


one small onion chopped, two to 
two and one-half qts., medimum 
dry bread crumbs, one to two tea- 
spoons savory seasoning, one to 
two teaspoons salt and pepper to 
taste. Cook the celery, parsley and 
onion in melted fat for a few min 
utes. Add to the bread crumbs and 
dry seasonings. Stir together. This 
makes enough stuffing^for 10-12 Ib. 
turkey. 


To Use Foil 


We caution homemakers about 


the use of aluminum foil in cook- 
:ng their holiday fowl. We heard of 
a sad. incident last year in regard 
to this roasting method. May I say 
it really isn't a true roasting meth- 
od. Actually the foil steams the 
bird done. If you want to use foil, 
then select the heavy type foil and 
have it plenty large to wrap all 
around the bird, and make leak 
proof 
drug-store 
fold 
joinings 


Place the bird breast up in a shal 
low pan; do not use rack. Roast at 
constant 
high 
temperature. Set 


oven at 425 degrees. You roast at 
higher temperatures. Eight to ten 
pound turkey will require abou 
three hours roasting. 


About 15 to 20 minutes before 


turkey is done, quickly slit the foil 
and fold it away. Return bird to 
the oven and cook until done. This 
helps to secure browness, since 
steaming has taken place up till 
this time.
